J.O.N i>0N', Oct. 2fi. — Referring to theap- 
poiiitiiieiit. of tlie new Archbishop of 
Canterbury, the Times tjays in ;i leader: 
"In point of intelleotual power and 
force of character,no prelate on the Epis- 
copal bench. can present claims surpass- 
ing those of Dr. y6ttipleV Bishop of Lon- 
don, who Has held the balance even 
with a firm hand amonc; the 
various ehadea of opinion in the 
church." Dr. Temple, who wasa chaplain 
to the./Queen gained some notoriety in 
:S()0 as the author of the first of the 
seven "Essays and Reviews," wliich 
caused so iiuich controversy soon after 
their apjieaianco. In ISliS he took an 
active part in Warwickshire in supnort 
oJ' Mr. ( ihulstoiie'a nic'isure for the'dis- 
estahliahmeiit of tho Irish church, tiie 
I)feniier nouiiiiatiii(; liim to tlio bisliop- 
ric of E.\-et<,'r in succession to the iate 
Dr. i'hilpotts. Jiia election was opposed 
on tliis account, but was confirmed by 
tlie vicar yeneral. Dr. Temple was at one 
time head master of Rugby. He was 
born it^, 1^2 1, and was a man of consid- 
erable eminence as a theologian. 

The apDointinent of Li Hung Chang 
as Chinese minister of foreign affairs 
has caused considerable surprise. Tiie 
St. James Gazette aays Li Hung Chang, 
upon leaving Southampton, told the 
reporters who were among those to see 
him offi'that his ability to carry out the 
reforms; whicii he desired to have estab- 
lished m China depended upon liis re- 
turn to power after he got liome. Tlie 
success of hia niission to ICurope is con- 
fie(|uentlv gauged by his aiipoiiitmeut lo 
the fo.'eiga ministry. 

Tiie Times regards Li Hung Chang's 
appointment to the newly created post 
of foiei^n minister apparently as placing 
lilm above the obstructive and unpro- 
gressive influence of the Tsung Li Va- 
men as significant. " It is obviously in- 
tended," says the Times, " to show the 
desire of working in harmony witli tlie 
interests and ideas of the western 
world." 

The Daily Telegram says of the de- 
mand for and the supply for wheat: 
"The stock of foreign wheat at the 
principal British jjorts, it is said, would 
not l.ie baflicient to feed the country for a 
fortniglit. The slight fall in the Ameri- 
can exchanges on Saturday gave the 
British markets a downward tendency 
but it is the opinion of one of the lies't 
known corn factors in Mark Lane that 
American wheats will speedily rise with 
a bang and that by OhriBtmas prices 
will be much further enhanced. 

A dispatch to the Times from Paris re- 

Eorte tliat the innnicipal council lias 
een opened and tliat it has re-elected 
its former otlicers, including tlie vice- 
president, M. Laiulrin, who- signed the 
.Socialist manifesto denouncing the Cz:ir. 
This tlisiiatch also states that the govern- 
ment will ask the chaniljerfor a creditof 
1, Oils, SOG francs for the expense attend- 
ing the reception of the Czar and l,liOO,- 
OUO francs for the e.xjienses of tlie Chalons 
review. 

The Rome correspondent of the Times 
reports that he is authoratively informed 
that tho term for the denunciation of the 
Dreibund ends in May, 1897, and not as 
formerly reported in 1896. The treaiv 
was renewed in 1892 for twelve years, 
with power to denounce it in the fifth 
year, the treaty, if it should be 
denounced, terminating in 1898. 

An ofliciul telegram received here from 
Rio Janeiro says that a large armed 
band in the interior of the province of 
l!ahia who several years ago defeated a 
large detachment of troops' is again 
active, and has jnllnged a number of 
farms, several of them belonging 
to Italians. The Braiiiliau troojis 
pursued the band and killed 
several of its members and dispersed 
the others. Italy has demanded 
damages against the Brazilian govern- 
ment for outrages upon Italian citizens. 
But Italy's commissioner to Brazil to ne- 
gotiate a settlement of theditUculty has 
expressed the opinion that his govern- 
ment will confine itself for damages or a 
denial of hostile intent on the part of 
Urazil in acts tending to harm or wrong 
Italians. 

The return aceejitance by .Japan of the 
Chinese rendering of the clause in tho 
Bakaii treaty, regarding Ja])anese fac- 
tories in Uhiiia, has been received. Ja- 
))an is granted land concessions at 
Tientsin, Shanghai, Elangkow and Amoy. 

Simultaneoiiely with his api)ointment 
as minister of foreign Rirair8,an imperial 
edict orders Li Ilang Chang to be pun- 
ished for presiiming to enter the "pre- 
cincts of the ruined summer palace 
while visiting t.be Dowager Jlrapress. 

King'-HumDort, in honor of the mar 
riage of the Crown Prince to Princess 
Helene, has appointed thirty-six new 
senators. 

The .Standard has a diHj)atch from 
Berlin announcing that Dr. Kaiser has 
been appointed president of the Leipsic 
senate of justice. 

A Madrid dispatch to the Standard 
says: " The press continue to bitterly 
resent and declare it impossible to ad- 
mit in any shape or form United States 
interference in Ouba. Tho government 
is straining every nerve to bring the 
rebellion to a decisive issue, ' Orders 
have been sent to Captain-General Wey- 
ler to this eflect." 



P. 5. TYNAN KBTURNS. 

"No. i" Arrives in New York After His 
Exciting European Experiences, 

New York, Oct. 26.— P. J. Tynan, 
the alleged "No. 1," of the Ph<enix 

Park murderers, was a passenger on the 
North German Lloyd steamship Saale, 
which arrived this evening from Bremen 
via Cherbourg. Jlr. Tynan being seen 
at quarantine, said that he naturally 
'lesitated to talk for publication, even in 
this country, as it was possible that any 
utterances by him might compromise 
other.H and perhaps those who had been 
kind to hiin. Ho refused to discuss the 
purpose of his visit to Europe, but 
emjihatically stated that his mission 
was entirely successful. He ridiculed 
the reported cleverness of the Bcotland 
Vard -detectivea and said he had Ijeen 
under their nose a number of times 
without being suspected. He had also 
visited Gibraltar. 

He said that it was owing to some 
carelessnesa while in a certain city that 
the detectives began to suspect him. He 
refused to say to what city he referred. 
His treatment in the French prison was 
exactly the same as that accorded other 
prisoners, but he had the privilege of 
sending to the canteen for his meals, 
etc. Tlie sub-prefect and all the at- 
taches were verj' nuich interested in hiiu 
and warmly espoused liis cause. After 
his release he went to Paris for a short 
stay to recuperate. His liealtJi is good, 
and he looked to be about 18 years old. 
He is clean shaved cxcejit for a jet black 
moustache, and talks with the air of an 
ed ucated man . He will go at once to his 
home in Audubon Park to see his wife 
and eight children.

The Powers Notified of the Porte's 
Intention to Carry Out Its 
Obligations. 



Claimed That the Armenians Have 
Had Special Considerations 
Which They Abused. 



Washinotok, Oct. 26.— The Turkish 
government, according to reliable in- 
formation received here, has notified the 
signatory powers of its intention to ex- 
ecute to the fullest extent the entire 
spirit of the reforms embraced in the 
treaty of Berlin. The measures to be 
adopted, it is learned, will carry the re- 
forms not only into Ibie six provinces of 
Turkey contemplated by the treaty and 
peopled by ArmenianB, but will embrace 
the entire empire. The authorities at 
Constantinople also have take steps to 
counteract tlie public disfavor against 
Turkey, due, it is felt, to a lack of knowl- 
edge of the conditions surrounding the 
Armenian troubles. The information 
thus conveyed shows clearly the pur- 
I)oses and policy which the Turkish gov- 
ernment have in vjew to terminate the 
distressed condition of the country. 

It is pointed out that the Armenian 
subjects of the Sultan have retained 
their nationality, their religion and their 
wealth for the last si.x hundred years 
under the protection of the Ottoman 
empire, and that in no other country 
have the ArmeiiiaDB been protected in 
their independent exercise ot all their 
rights and privileges. As an evidence of 
this, the fact is cited that 097 non- 
Mussulmans are employed in the Turk- 
ish government tervico at Constanti- 
nople alone, while the number of JNIus- 
Bulmaris in the government service there 
is but 1,800. Considering the difference 
in population, it is said that the non- 
Mussulmans are thus given a far greater 
proportion of public employment than 
tho Mussulmans. 

This same favor, it is said, holds good 
throughout the populous portions of the 
empire where t!ie Sultan has sought to 
give the non-Muesulmaiis a full share in 
government aflairs. But the authorities 
feel sure that there Inta been a lack of 
ip|)reciation and gratitude on the part 
Di the Armenians and that they 
liave risen against the govern- 
ment, circulated re|)orts calculated 
to shake the stability of the emjiire. thus 
ruining business and trade within and 
commerce without. Tiie Armenian re- 
volt was started in order to secure aut- 
onomy in tho six provinces where the 
ArmeniftUB are most numerous. In these 
six provinces there are 800,000 Armeni- 
ans, while the number of Mussulmans, 
as shown by official census, is 8,000,000, 
and there are in addition 2,000,000 Mus- 
Bulinans not included in the census. 

That 800,000 people should seek to en- 
force their rule upon a population ten or 
twelve times as great, who are satisfied 
with the existing government and their 
conditions, is pointed out as an injustice 
which the Christian world should be 
loth to accept. The fact , .that troubles 
have occurred at Con8tantiiioi)le and 
elsewhere is not denied by the autlior- 
iticH, Mild they have just appointed a 
commission there to try and punish the 
guilty without discrimination. The 
commission is composed of the most 
prominent officers of the army and from 
civil stations. 

The entire purpose of the authorities 
is, it is said, to pursue such a policy as 
will restore peace and quiet to the dis- 
turbed country and at tho same time 
commend itself to all countries as just 
and Iniraane. It is said that the Armen- 
ians themselves stood in the way of the 
reforms under the Berlin treaty, but 
bringing such turmoil on the country any 
large measure of adminiatration was im- 
possible. : -

The Porte Palls to Satisfy the Pow- 
ers— Sitnatiou Increasingly 
Ominoas. 



(JoNSTANTiNOPLE, Oct. 20. — In Aeia 
. Minor the greatest apprelienaion eslBta. 
The echo and return of the massacre in 
the city ot Egln ia just reaching here, in 
spite of the efforts made by the Porte to 
sappreas 'anytliinii butoflicial news. The 
Armenians of Egin were of the moBt re- 
fined, intelligent and wenlthy class, 
They escaped massacre and plunder last 
year by the payment of large ransoma, 
but the under governmeatof the district 
had for some time previous to September 
last, been known to have beea writing to 
Constaatinople informing the authori- 
ties that the Armenians of Egin were 
disloyal, and it is said that shortly after 
tlio recent, trouble in Conatantinuple, a 
telegram was received by tliepjovornor ot 
the province of Kharput, from tlie pal- 
ace saying: "Wo hear the Arnioniana 
of Kgin are dialoyal. Why do you not 
attend to it?" 

According to Turkish metliods. tins 
■was understood to be an order to the 
governor-general to treat the Armenians 
of Egin aa those of other phices had been 
treated. Naturally tlie Christiana be- 
came alarmed when this news leaked 
out, and on Monday, Sept, 1-1, they 
closed their shops and barricaded them- 
selves in their houses. A large number 
of Kurds had been seen hovering about 
the outskirts of the city. Thereupon the 
under governor sent word to the Arme- 
nians that the Kurds had been driven 
oir. He summoned the Armeniiius to 
the market and made them ot)cn tiieir 
shops. In consequence, on Tuesday, 
Sept. 15, the shops were opened an(l 
business was going ou as usual when 
suddenly a gun was fired in the apper 
part of the city, evidently as a aiguiil for 
the luasBacre Lo begin. For three days 
tlie killing of the Armenians cohtiaued, 
but the massacre \va.a carried out by the 
Turkish soldiers and the Turkish popu- 
lace, and not by the Evurds. 

The Sultan's executioners first devoted 
'themselves to killing and plundering, 
and then burning the houses. During 
the disorder more women and children 
were killed in Egin than in any otiier 
place the correspondent of the Associat- 
ed Press has heard of directly. In the 
meantime the Governor-General and the 
commander of the army corps, togetiier 
witii the colonel in command of the 
aoldiere ai Egin, according to mail ad- 
vices received in this city, gathered in 
the telegraph office at Meznah, Mamuret 
El Aziz, receiving reports of the mas- 
sacre and directing it. These oflicers arc 
said to have remained in the telegraph 
office until the plundering and burning 
~ had ended, Armenian reports eay that 
thousands of Arinonians were killed at 
Egin ; so far as known no Turks were 
killed: 1,000 houses were burned, leav- 
ing only 150 houses standing for the 
Christian population ; that women and 
cliildren were huddled together in tlie 
school houses and some remaining build- 
inea, bereaved, destitute and hungry. 

So serious was the situation that even 
the governor-general telegraphed that 
they needed food. The official account 
of the afTair is that the Armenians re- 
mained in the church on Sunday and 
Monday so long as to excite suspicion 
and that the government representatives 
sent officials to investigate the matter. 
These officials said tliey found the 
Armenians gathered in the church and 
that they bad placed a rope around the 
neuk of the representative of the Armen- 
ian patriarch, and were dragging him 
aroand the church and shouting " Why 
did yon not allow us to make a distur' 
bance before?" The Turkish officials 
iurther claim that the first shot fired on 
Tuesday, Sept. lo, was tired by Kassab 
Manvog, a prominent Armenian; that 
the Armenians issued from tlie church 
armed with 500 rifles and boiuliK 
bearing the name of their deposed patri 
arch, l/,mirtiaii, ami inii.rclie<l to the 
upper end of the town where they met 
ttie soldiers, who were retaruiiig from 
driving ofi the Kurds. According to the 
official version of the affair, the Armen- 
ians thereupon fired upon the 8oldier.y 
and killed several of them. Tiiis, the 
Turks say, led to reprisals. The Turk- 
ish version of the massacre passes with 
the Turkish population, generally speak- 
ing, but a prominent Turk who recently 
arrived here from Egin, after the massa- 
cra, stated to a correspondent thai, ho 
saw no fault in the Aniieniaiia there 
Ho added that Bonio very jiroininent 
Turks of ICliaryut staled to CliristianH 
tberi! : " if the powers take no notice of 
what has been done in I'lgin, we shall 
know that wo can do aa we i)leaee with 
Christians. This will finishyou," 

The Porte to-day sent a reply to the 
collective note of the ambassadors. Ah 
usual it was evasive, the Ruhatance being 
that the money derived from the addi- 
tional taxes is only intended to coni])lete 
the armament of the Mustahafuz, or 
Landatrum, the thirdand lastclass Turk- 
ish army reserve and to strengthen the 
armament of the other land forces of the 
Sultan, which consistsof the Kizam, or 
regular liriny and the active reserve of 
R(!dif, or Landwehr and Mustaliafuz, al- 
ready referred to. The uonacri])ts in 
Turkey serve six years in the Ivixam, 
four witii colors and two in reserve ; then 
they serve eight years in the Jiedif, four 
in the first class, four in the second class ; 
completing their twenty years service liy 
serving six yearsin the iMustahafuz, The 
action of the Turkish government in 
completing the armnment of the Mus- 
tahafuz indicates that the empire is fac- 
ing a situation which may necessitate 
the calling forth of all the military fori;es 
at its disposal, and alsp indicates tiiat 
the situation is the gravest since the 
IlusBo-Turkish war. Under the oirijuni- 
stances it is natural that considerable 
uneasiness prevails. 

There is always in view the probabili- 
ty at least, that the Sultan, liy these 
n'lovemeiits, is simply seeking to detract 
the attention of his snhjecta from the ac- 
tual state of ali'aiis,broughtabout hy nial- 
admiiiiatration, or that ecoint; the pow- 
ers are really in earnest and that the 
understanding liutween Rnasia, Franco 
and Great Britain inoatiHdccisivo ai^tioii, 
lie by tlieee arniiimeiita ia ]>ractically 
threatening the wiiolesalo nnissacro of 
OhriatiauB, auuouncing that Turkey will 



resist to the utmost any attempt at 
armed coercion. Happily the financial 
situation has a soothing infiuence upon 
Abdul Hamid. This is about as bad as 
it poasi bly can be. All negotiations ilp- 
on the part of the Turkish government 
for a temporary loan have failed, and the 
condition of the treasury, is one of utter 
helplessness. On top of this the price 
of hread has risen 10 per cent, and bids 
fair to rise still liit-dicr, as the price of 
wheat goes up. Ttiis has decidedly ag- 
gravated the prevailing distress and 
consequent discontent. The police con- 
tinue making arrests and it is under- 
stood many more bombs have been 
found. 

lieports of trouble of a serious nature 
brewing liere have so often been sent out 
that any fresh announcement to . that 
eflect is looked upon as having little or 
no foundation in fact, nevertheless 
everything points to further and very 
serious trouole throughout the empire. 
On Wednesday the Sultan signed two 
irades, which were issued next day, 
levving a poll tax of hve piastres per 
heiid on all iMuaaulmans and increasing 
the taxes on sheep, public works and 
education by one to two and a half per 
cent., the funds m raiced to he devoted 
to mililary purposes. This caused the 
representatives of the collective powers 
to send a note to the Porte, couched in 
the strongest language, calling attention 
to the danger in Armenia, that it was 
certain to create apprehension and 
pointing out the generally critical situ- 
tion of affairs in the Turkish empire. 
But large purchases of arms have al- 
ready boon made and the danger in- 
creases hourly. 

A dispatch to LeFigarofroni Coustan- 
tinoi)le aays an irade will shortly be pub- 
lished, decreeing sweeping reforms, in- 
cluding directions that the portfolios of 
minister of foreign afTairs, finance and 
agriculture and the minister of puhlio 
works shall beheld by Christiana. Three 
Turks and one Jiuroiiean Cliristian are 
to be goveriiora for Yilleycli, where a 
majority of the population is composed 
of Christians, ami a mixed general coun- 
cil is to bo elected in each province. ' 

Tlie Stiindard'a Con3ta.ntiiioj)le corres- 
pondent says: " The purchdso of arms 
during the week has been most exten- 
sive and the feeling of uneasiness and 
alarm has been spreading rapidly. The 
palace, hopes to distract the attention of 
the Moslems of Constantinople from its 
own misdeeds by holding out the proa 
pectof unlimited loot." 

While Monsignor Bartoloraes, the lo 
cum tenensof the Armenian Patriarch 
ate, was entering his carriage to-day 
four men made an attempt to assassinate 
him, but they were eeixed by the ])re- 
late'a escorts. Monsignor Bartolomea 
was formerly Archbishop of Brusa, and 
was chosen locum tenens of the Armen- 
ian Patriarch Izmiriliaii when the latter 
resigned early in August last. Barto- 
lomes was the Turkish government's 
candidate for the patriarchate at the 
election in December, 189t, but he only 
obtained a few votes on account of his 
Mohammedan sympathies and when he 
was made locum tenens and was receiv- 
ed in audience by the Saltan^ he made 
an address of the most servile descrip- 
tion, which aroused the indignation of 
tlie Armenians and provoked the con- 
tempt of the Turks themselves.

ERASER RIVER IMPROVEMENTS. 

We see that Mr. Tarte said in Winni- 
peg that his business in British CoUim- 
bia was to see what would be done in the 
matter of I'>aser river improvements. 
It is to be hoped that he will make the 
examination witb a practical end in 
view, for there ia a great work to be 
done on the banks of that river before 
the aettlers can live on their farms in 
perfect security, and be sure of reaping 
the reward of their industry. We be- 
lieve that the dyking necessary to be 
done to attain that most desirable end 
must be undertaken Ijy the Government. 
The dykes should be built ou scientific 
principles, and should be as strong as 
the art of the engineer can make them 
Expense should be a secondary consider- 
ation in the construction of such works. 
Any slighting of the work to save money 
will be sure in the end to prove extrava- 
gance ot the worst kind. The dykes 
shoukl be built sufficiently atrongto resist 
the liigbeat floods, for, if they are not, 
the work, no one can tell Dow soon, will 
have to be done all over again, and the 
damage caused by the breaking of the 
dykes will amount to a good deal more 
than the difTerence between first class 
work and work that is in any respect in- 
ferior. , 

Government can be recouped for 
its expenditure by the sale of reclaimed 
lands and an annual assessment for some 
years on the land made secure by the 
superior system of dyking. Good dykes 
would increase the value of land liable 
to bo Hooded immensely ; therefore it 
would be no luirdshi]) to reijuiro the 
landowners benefited to pay towards the 
improvement and reclamation system. 

It is not likely that the work 
could be done- by private enterprise. 
Besides, dykes, on whose resisting pow- 
er so much depends, should bo built 
under the sjuperintendence of competent 
men who should have no other object 
than to construct them as well as they 
can possibly be constructed. The dykes 
should be public works, built by Gov 
ernment and maintained by Govern- 
ment. We believe that if all who are 
iutereHted in reclainnnn and preserving 
the laiidK in the Valley of tho FraHer 
worked together with a will, those hiiula 
could in a few years be transformed into 
a garden, whose productivenesswouldbe 
unsurpassed in any part of the world, 
and whose cultivators would in time 
come to feel as secure as the inhabitants 
of the uplands of any seetion of the pro 
vince. The task of ellecting this trans 
formation is ni3t an easy one, but it is 
not beyond the power of men of intelli- 
gence, pluck and enterprise. 

NON-INTERFERENCE LIBERALS. 

The Manitoba Ministers who Iiave 
been negotiating in Ottawa luive been 
Bilent since their return to Winnipeg. 
They have been careful to keep to them- 
selves the terms of settlement to which 
it appeara they have agreed. It would 
seem that they are not at all sure that 
the arrangement they have come to 
will bo agreeable to the majority of the 
people of the province. They, however, 
cannot keep their secret long. They 
will have eoon to take the people into 
their confidence. 'Whatevertheresultmay 
be, it is clear that the Government have 
not acted up to the principle of non- 
interference so strenuously and so 
loudlv insisted upon at the late 
election by tlio Liberals of Manito- 
ba and all tho other provinces except 
tiuebec. Tho cry then yfM "hands 
off Manitoba," but; the , Government 
has ever since its accessidh to power 
been putting its hands on Manitoba and 
that too, not in a way that honest and 



in a way wiiicii is contrary both to law 
and to 8oun<l political morality. Mr. 
Laurier has been doing his best to pur- 
uhase the consent of Manitoba public 
men to some sort of a settlement. Hon- 
est Liberals must aurely think that a 
aottleiuent arrived at by constitutional 
moans must bo preferable to a settle- 
ment brought about by bribery and cor- 
ruption, for it is no use denying the fact 
that these are the means which 
tho Government have been using to pre- 
vail upon tho men to whom the people of 
Jlanitoba have entrusted their interests 
to agree to terms of settlement. Surely, 
in theirestimatiou, coercion is jireferablo 
to corruption. But when what was im- 
pioperiy called "coercion" was resorted 
to by the Conservatives the Liberal pa- 
triots and purists were violent in their 
ojjpoaition. The outcry could be heard 
from one end of tho Dominion to the 
other; but now, when members of tho 
Government and others are almost pub- 
licly bought and paid for, not so much 
as a word of . remonstrance is 
beard from them. The hands 
of the Government ao far from 
being kept off Manitoba are put on it in 
the meanest way and with the most 
corrupt intention. Where have the 
multitude of non-interference Liberals 
gone? Is there not one ot them who has 
the courage to be true to hia principles? 
Or is it ])0S8ible that they had no principle 
in the matter, and that the men who 
talked so freely about the " autonomy 
of Jlanitoba " and the " rights of Mani- 
tobans " were only shamming? Were 
they a pack of hyprocites and time- 
servers ready to condemn anything that 
the Conservatives might propose and to 
accept anything, no matter how incon- 
sistent with their -profesaions it may be, 
that the Liberals see fit to do? 



A CLEAR EXPLANATION. 



In a speech which General Harrison 

(ex-President), delivered at Indianapolis 
on the 21st there is an example of his 
lucid and simple manner of dealing with 
a difficult question that cannot be suth- 
ciently admired. Tho suliject of tho 
standards of value is one which is very 
hard to handle before a mixed audience, 
and one which many speakers, when 
they have finished their remarks, leave 
in a hopeless muddle. They either talk 
over the heads of their hearers or in 
their efforts to simplify aud illustrate 
make confusion worse confounded. Ex- 
President Harrison at Indianapolis 
treated this knotty subject as follows : 

" Now, I ask you to bear with me 
while I speak on this subject of ataml- 
ards. A standard is a measure. You 
have a standard bushel, a standard peck, 
a standard yardstick. Tlie}' are mea- 
sures, and just so the standard dollar is 
a measure. The others are measures of 
quantity or length ; this is a measure of 
value. I want to know how you can 
maintain two standards if thoy are not 
M the same size or length. Can you 
have two standard bushels when one is 
only half as much as the other? Can 
you have two standard yardsticks when 
one ia only half as lone as the other? 
You cannot maintain a double standard 
of weight or measure or value unless 
each one of them is the equivalent of the 
ot.her. 

" The law can make a dollar a legal 
tender to pay debts, but how much it 
will l)uy in the market you will have to 
lind out in the market. If a merchant 
says be will give you two yards of calico 
for a gold dollar and one yard for a silver 
dollar, that establishes the relative value 
of 3'our two metals, no matter what you 
have in your law hooks. We are using 
silver now, but the government is buy- 
ing silver at the market price; it is coin- 
ing it on its own account; it is making 
whatever profit there is in it for the peo- 
ple; it ia putting behind this silver dol- 
lar the pledge of tliis government that it 
will maintain its eiiuality with the gold 
dollar. 

" We limit the amount that we coin, 
and by limiting the amount, by jiutting 
this Government's pledge beliiud it, we 
can maintain a certain itmount of silver 
at parity with gold ; and we are doing it 
now. Their proiiosition is that we shall 
turn this all over to the mine-owners; 
that the Government shall build its 
t'ostly niinta and e(inip them with costly 
machinery, pay high salaries to their 
assayers and miners and coiners, and 
that we shall put all this freely at the 
service of the men who own these silver 
mines. A dollar like that, unsupported 
Ly the Government, unlimited as to the 
amount of coinage, cannot be maintain- 
ed at par. 

We do not believe that a better expla- 
nation than the above of the folly of 
having two standards of unequal value 
could be made. The man who reads this 
extract from Mr. Harrison's speech care- 
fully will see clearly the utter folly of 
endeavoring to make two metals of un- 
equal and fluctuating value standards of 
value at a lixed ratio, and he will also, if 
ho thinks a little, see the confusion and 
the injustice that would follow if the 
legislature of a country should succeed 
in establishing standards of such a na 
ture. 



evidently wish to make the world be 
lieve that if Uiey-were in the place of the 
Britlshithey woiildi soon bring the Sul- 
tan to book, and compel him to respect 
and carry out his treaty obligations witb 
regard to the Armenians, But, iiolwith- 
Btanding their loudly expressed syisipii- 
thy for tho Ghristiima ia the Sultan's 
tlominions, they scoat the idea of inter- 
fering actively in their beball. Tliey 
talk as if Aruienia was part ot" another 
planet,, and as it the Arineiiiniis did not 
belong to tho bnmau race. The way in 
which tho Sultan treats his Christian 
subjects they hold is practically no con- 
cern of theire. And,, notwithstanding the 
diabolical cruelties that under the Sul 
tail's orders have been committed ii 
Armenia, we are told authoritatively 
that "the relations between Turkey 
and the United States are cor- 
dial," and this apparently because 
" no American has been sacriliced 
during the massacres." The American 
minister ut Constantinople, whom we 
have been (juoting, goes on to say, " and 
it is improbable that the United States 
will depart from its traditional ])olicy ot 
not meddling in the domestic allairs ot 
Turkey." 

No British subject, as far as wo have 
heard, bas been killed in the ninssacres. 
Yet our American cousinB aQ'ect to he 
surprised that Great Britain has not, at 
great risk to herself, interfered to put an 
end to the Turkish cruelties. But the 
relations between Turkey and Great 
Britain are anything but cordial. AVhy? 
Because Great liritain has done nearly 
everything she could do, short of declar- 
ing war against Turkey, to prevent the 
continuation of the Armenian massacres. 
The people of the United States, if they 
are not the greatest hypocrites in the 
world, must be both surprised and 
angry to learn, after all that has hap- 
pened in Armenia, that the relations 
between Turkey and die L'^nited States 
are most cordial. The Sultan, if he has 
committed the crimes attributed to him 
in Armenia — and many Americana be- 
lieve that he lias — is not exactly the 
kind of man with whom a Christian and 
a humane nation can have cordial rela- 
tions. It is no wonder that the .Julian 
continues hia cruelties and treats his 
Christian subjecta in a way that no mer- 
ciful man would hia dogs, when pro- 
fessedly Christian and civilized nations 
having a full knowledge of the waiiton 
cruelties he has committed still main- 
tain with him "cordial relations." He 
must feel a thorough contempt for the 
Christians whose practice so eouspicu- 
ouslv contradicts their orofessions. 



THE UNITED STATES, NEUTRAL. 

Americans have been sneering at the 
British because they have taikennoBtena 
to relieve the oppressed Armenians 
from the tyranny under which they are 
groaning. Thel3ritish, they say, pro- 
fess to bo indignant at the atrocities 
wdiich the Turks have committed, they 
blame the Sultau for them all, yet they 
have taken no steps to relieve the peo- 
ple for whom they &pres8 such sympa- 
thy. Tbey allow the Sultan to do as lie 
pleases in itrnbenia without even mak- 
ingfiaerious attempt to restrain him.

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Request for Aid to the Maternity 
Home— Further Costs of 
Bridgre Litigration. 



Mayor Beaven presided over a lull 
board at the regular meeting of the city 
council last evening. 

An application from the Maternity 
homo for a grant of .tL'oO — the present 
indebtedness of the institution, which 
has been closed for want of funds, re- 
ceived the cordial endorsation of the 
Mayor, and after brief discussion was 
referred to the finance committee to re- 
port. In answer to a question the Mayor 
said there would nrobably be an unex- 
pendetl balance of the amount voted in 
aid of the old women's home; the ar- 
rangeijient made with regard to this was 
that the corporation should pay .flO a 
month for each woman maintained, but 
80 far no application had been made foi 
this grant, as ho believed that the 
women who had been admitted had re- 
fused to stay, and had left after a few 
days. 

W. P. Winsby, tas collector, asked to 
be allowed 10 cents for each unlicensed 
tlog caught otherwise than by the pound- 
keeper, and also that a place in the 
market building be set apart for keeping 
them until the poundkeeper can take 
them away. He proposed to make a 
bouse to liouae canvass shortly, and 
would like a boy to assist him in gather- 
ing in tfiH doga. This was referred to 
the pound committee, after favorable 
comment. 

The board accepted with thanks an 
invitation from A. C. Charlton, secretary 
of the Epworth League of tiie Metro- 
politan Methodist church, to be present 
at a " social evening " they propose to 
hold in the old men's home on Tuesday, 
Novembers. 

A letter from the City Barrister with 
respect to the Point Ellice bridge, advis- 
ed the corporation not to enter into any 
igreeinent whatever with the tramway 
company, in view of the appeal from the 
decision of Mr. .lustice Drake now pend- 
ing. Ordered to be filed. 

The city engineer was authorized to 
sell a flushing syphon to the jiroviiicial 
government for use at Government 
HouFe. 

An approiuiation of $211 to pay the 
costs against the city in the latest in- 
junction proceedings, was recommended 

' the finance committee and author- 

■d. 

The streets committee in their report 
recommended a beginning of the much 
I(!sired sidewalk on Kingston street— 
that a five foot sidewalk be laid opposite 
the first lot on the north side west of 
Menzies street. This lot has no fence, 
and therefore offers no obstruction on 
what the committee claim as the street 
line. The report was adopted. 

A report from the lire wardens amongst 
other matters recommended that Fore- 
man Hinea bo instructed to engage a 
ubstitute at bis own expense durintr his 
sickness; that an additional hydrant be 
placed at the .lubileo hospital ; and that 
.$') he paid to Mr. I'iper for the time lost 
in searching for his boat after its use by 
Mr. Uonlin. 

The cemetery committee reported 
on the offer of Lee it Fraser to 
sell certain land between the cemetery 
and St. Charles street, for cemetery pur- 
poses, that this land ought to be pur- 
chased, but on account of insufficiency 
of funds they do not recommend this at 
present. With respect to the applica- 
tion of L. H. Fulligar for a reduction in 
the charges for lots, they could not agree 
to this prouosition. They reconnncded 
x])enditure of not more than ^51) to pre- 
vent landsliiles on the eaat side of th'' 
cemetery, and a like amount for general 
cleaning up.

Glovuh warned the council 
against the danger of i)utting this ofl 
from week to week, when the board had 
pledged themselves to put the liy-law 
before the people not later than the 1st 
of Lecember. If it were his by-law, he 
said, lie would ask to have it proceeded 
with immediately. 

It was finally resolved to go into com- 
mittee next Monday night. 

WAUD nK-DIVISION. 

The council then again went into com- 
mittee on Aid. Marchan.- a by-law for 
the re-division of the wards. 

At,d. P.MtTiiiDoic moved an amend- 
ment ])roviding that before the fina 
passage of the by-law it shall be sub- 
niitled to the electors for their approval, 
in the manner provided for in the Mu- 
nicipal Clauses act with respect to by- 
laws which require the assent of the 
electors. :

He must say that it appeared 
to him aa if this strange division of the 
wards was simply a political dodge, with 
the hope of gaining some political ad- 
vantage at the next municipal elections. 

A 1,1). Camkron spoke in defence of tlie 
lx)undaries proposed, holding that it 
v/ould be almost impossible to equalize 
the voters and assessment in the three 
wards by drawing straight lines aa 
boundaries. He did not favbr referring 
this to the people, as under the law aa at 
present the result would have no bind- 
ing efl'ect upon cither this year's or next 
year's council. 

Ai.D. Glover said if Aid. Williams 
could prove to him that this by-law is 
beintr worked as a political dodge, he 
would vote against it on the third read- 
ing ; but otherwise he would contimie to 
support it. 

tVfter further discussion, in which it 
was brought out that if laid before the 
people under the act applicable to money 
by-laws a three-fifths majority would be 
lequired to carry the by-law, the board 
thus divided upon the amendment : 

For — Aid. Williams, Partridge, Wil- 
son and Tiarks — 4. 

Against— Aid. Glover, Cameron, Mar- 
chant, Humphrey and Macmillan — 5 

The Mwoii— " Well, I think I shall 
vote for tlie ])roi)oaition, but that will 
not carry it; the amendment is nega- 
tived, i ratlier like the idea of submit- 
ting the proposition to the jMjople, but a 
majority in its favor would be enough 
for me." 

Ald. PAKTumGE moved that the by- 
law shall not go into eflect until alter 
the 1st of February next. This would, 
he said, give the people a chance to pro- 
nounce upon it. 

Ai,n. Mauciian't declared that the al- 
dermen op])Osing the by-law appeared to 
be afraid of being distujbed in their lit- 
tle pocket boroughs. 

Ai.u. WiLso.N spoke strongly in favor of 
doing away with the wards altogether — 
then perliaps those who talked so freely 
about pocket boroughs would see who 
had reason to be afraid. He was sur- 
prised that if there ia so great a necessity 
for this re-ilivision as the movers in this 
matter claim, they did not bring it in 
earlier in the year, and give the people 
a chance to see what it means. He felt 
very sure that if the people got a chance 
to "Ijc heard they would j)ronounce 
in favor of abolishing the ward diviaions. 

Aid. Marchant and JIacmillan ajjoke 
against the amendment. 

A 1,1). HuMi'HKEY said he would not 
vote in favor of putting the matter off 
until February, though he. would favor 
pntung it before the people now. 

The amendment was then put and lost 
■ 11 division of 4 to 5; and the by-law 
lieing reported complete the committee 
roae. 

Ai.i). PAUTiaix-.K again moved his last 
amendment, for the purjjose, as he said, 
of having the names recorded on the 
proposition that the by-law should not 
come into efl'ect until after the 1st day 
of February. The result was as in com- 
mittee, Aid. Williams, Partridge, Wilson 
and Tiarks voting aye, and Aid. 
Humphrey, Macmillan, Marcliant, 
Cameron and Glover contrary. 

The by-law was then read a third time 
and passed ; and the council adjourned 
at lOiijO. 
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SMALL DEBTS ACT. 

It is Declnred Constitutional By the Full 
Court Now Sitting. 

The doubt as to the constitutionality 
of the Small Deljts act was set at rest 
yesterday by the decision of the full 
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court consisting of Justices McCreight, 
Wal kern and Drake. The question was 

argued before the court last week as a 

case stated, the provincial government 
apixdnting Mr. Robert Caeaidy to argue 
igainat the constitutionality of the act 
and Mr. A, G. .Smith 'representing the 
crown. The court yesterday in deliver- 
ing judgment unanimously agreed that 
the Small Debts act is constitutional and 
its establishment (piite within the power 
of the province. The decision was ver- 
"jal and the reasons were not given but 
will be embodied in a written judgment 
to lie delivered in a few days. Aa a eon- 
seipieiice of this judgment the Small 
Debts court will resume ita usual sittings 
to-morrow, Magistrate Macrae presiding.

The latter -can place all the wheat in 
France at fair pricea, and ithe 'English- 
man can not feed his oonntrymen for 
six months. But if h«s possesses the 
market when foreign wheat is scarce, he 
will keep 'tihe pricea down. California 
wheat will be arriving freely ii; l'"ebrn- 
ary and Argentine wheat " in March 
and April." The Mark Lane .Kxjjresa 
furthes ex.?>resses the belief that the ad- 
vance in the price of wheat is due en- 
tirely to the shortage in America and 
Russia. 

At the Baltic to-day wheat opened 
quiet and was oll'ered at-3d toCd decline. 
Later it was a shade steadier, but inac- 
tive. No aales were reported. Business 
in wheat in Mark Lane .was very quiet 
and was <juoted generaHy^ilower onlhe 
week. 

At Baltic business in whentcloaed dull 
to-day at generally 6d beilow veaterday'a 
prices. Cargoes of California wheat were 
aold for Ute United Kiugdon.

While travelling witli 
arn>v!d guard over the mountains of the 
iHlanil ho was sot upon by bushnien an 
ahclii with three othera. ©uring the 
de-jperate conflict which followed the as- 
suultmanyof the party were dbnger- 
o-jsly wounded. 

her 19 gives the following details that 
were contained in a letter from a resident 
of Maran Sound, Solonaon islands, to a 
Sydney merchant, bearing date of August 
" Yon remember," eays the writer, 
" the Austrian man-of-war Albatroaa 
that was in Sydney some time ago on a 
cruiae to the Solomon llslaiida, for train 
ing and acientilic i)uri)osea. Well, after 
cruising about among the different 
iBlanda in the group she came to the 
north coast of Ciuadalcanar some time in 
the beginning of tbia month, and an 
cliored at a place called Titiri. From 
there a party conaiating of Baron Foullon 
von Norbeck, Lieut. Budik, iMidship 
man de Beaufort, , twenty aailora, the 
Baron's two aervanta, and two native 
guides, started for the purpose of explor 
ing a mountain 'in the interior of the 
island, called the Lion's Head. The 
expedition atcDted from the ship 
on vVgdnesday, the 5th inst. After 
two dayb' marching one midship- 
man and seven sailors returned. The 
Baron's party that proceeded on reached 
a camping place at the foot of the Jjion'a 
Head on the evening of the lOtli. Next 
morning the party divided. The Baron, 
with three buahmen for guides, and ac 
compauied by Lieutenant Budik and 
seven aailora and his two aervanta, 
started about 6 o'clock in the morning 
for the top of the mountain. Those left 
at the camp were Slidshipman De Beau- 
fort, six sailors and two guides from the 
coast. Several buahmen joined the 
Baron's party on the w.ay up the moun- 
tain, but as they seemed peaceful no 
notice was taken of them. The Baron 
and hie servants, with the native unides, 
were in the lead going up the hill, several 
natives being apparently near or mixed 
with the party. When up near the top 
they heard two shots fired in the neigh- 
borhood of the camp they had left, and 
at. the same time saw what appeared to 
be a buehman chief standing on the top 
of a rise a little above them making 
aome fiigna, apparently the signal to at- 
tack the baron's party. Natives from 
different jjarts immediately rushed on 
them with tomaliawks anil cluba, but, as 
far aa I can gather, 110 guns. The baron 
being entirely witliout anna of defense, 
a native rushed at him with a tomahawk 
or small axe and cut him down by a 
blow on the . back of the neck. The na- 
tive who cut down tlie baron was imme- 
diately allot down by a sailor. In the 
meantime there waa a general attack on 
the whole of the party. One of the bar- 
on's servants did good execution with a 
bie knife. The other servant eaved him- 
self by seizing a tomahawk by the han- 
dle just as it was descending on his head. 
Lieutenant Jiudik shot a native just 
aa he was about to atrike him with a 
heavy club. This' native at the time the 
attack took i)lace waa at tem|)ting through 
the medium of signs to induce the lieu- 
tenant to give up hia revolver in ex- 
change for hie club, wliich I underHtand 
waa a very line weapon. The aailora, 
being prepared with their rilles, at once 
opened lire unon the attacking jiurty, 
and after a few miuutea put tiie.-ii to 
flight. A consiileriible number 
tives were ehot in this aU'ray, but it ia 
impossible to -say how many. The Baron, 
who waa the only one seriously woundfld 
in this attack, was able to -walk slowly 
back to the camp, where all was done 
for him that oould be done under the 
circumstances. But he gradually aank 
and died about Jialf an hour afterwar<ls. 

"The Baron's party when they came 
back found what they auapected beiore 
from hearing the shots, that the 
detachment at the camp had been 
attacked alnioat aiinultaiieoualy with 
themselvea. and apparently by a much 
greater numbor of buHlmien. Midship- 
man de Beaufort waa cut down before he 
had time to dray/ hia revolver, ao that 
he must have been taken quite uii- 
awarea. After a aevere scrimmage laat- 
ing for several minutes the buahmen 
were comiielled to ily, but not before 
they had killed Midshipman de Bei 
fort, three sailors and one native gui

chine second, you dud mauy who hnvo 
studied carelessly, and who have a 
meager Jjiiglish education for a founda- 
tion. I tliiuk this may bo said of one 
out of everj' five. At length, if you are 
lucky, you Hud a sti iiogiapher to whom 
you can dictate your novel. The very 
way she receives your phrases and the in- 
telligence of her glance seem to prophesy 
wliat the judgment of your public, will 
bo. Sho writes rapidly, is able to read 
her notes and sends you in your ideas 
embalmed in elctir violet typo that 
makes them delight your eye. The 
worst of it is these clever worlvors, these 
bright girls, always get married or go 
into busincsK for themselves with as- 
sistants. In tho former iustanoo, of 
course, they shelve working entirely, and 
under the latter oonditioa it is Impussi 
ble to diotato. You need a quiet room 
and tho presence there of only the ono 
person to whom you have been accus- 
tomed. " 

This statement of facts I heard on ev- 
ery hand. There is nothing to preclude 

a woman becoming a typewriter whose 
education is almost fragmontari". She 
does not even need to write well, and, 
while her work is kept within the limits 
of copying verbatim, she may be a very 
bad speller without being detected. But 
sooner or later she has a chance to ob- 
tain a good position if she brought more 
cultivation to her work. In order to ad- 
vance from a mere copyist every type- 
writer with her eyes on a possible fu- 
ture should try to learn stenography — 
endeavor to teach herself from class 
books if she has not the money for tho 
tuition. 

She should also take up a conrse.of 
night study, and the books she reads on 
tho way to and from the ofiBco should be 

of a sort to improve lier mind ;uid keep 
her ill toucli with the best cun'eiit liter- 
tituro of tho day. Tho boon a well 
equipped stenographer is to her employer 
cannot bo estimated. I knew of oiio who 
for yetirs was employed by a popular 
Iilay Wright, ( joing over a list of his 
successes one day, ho spoko of some of 
the best bits, or a good phrase, etc. 

"I had stenographer at that time," 
ho said regretfully, "who was one of 
the briglitest girl.s Iev(>rkiiew. Slie lujt 
only was a .sympathetic listener, mtide 
no mistakes and turned the work out 
in a .iilly, but sho'd think of tlie jihiys 
overnight in a way tliat would hiive 
flattered and overjoyed a more conceited 
man than I am. Ttieu, by .Tove, if she 
wouldn't venture to suggest little things 
to you that sho thought might be an 
improvement I I took every ouo of her 
ideas gratefully and paid her a salary 
tliat satisfied my conscience. Those clov- 
er bits we were talking of were hers. 
Y'du might know sucii a pearl beyond 
price wouldn't long stay iua rut merely 
manipulating work for somebody else. ' 
She's doing magazine work now and 
has written some verso that I think ;is 
good as Meredith's, if nut better. " 

Apart from tla! fact that th(ar work 
oommands less money than men's, I 
found that woia(!ii us typewriters were 
in demand for other traits that com- 
meiulcd tlieiu to the snspicions and tho 
coiiservittive. 

"I don't havo a man li(,'r(>, " said ti 
merchant, "because he would have the 
run of iny private offioe, and I don't 
bi lieve in exposing tho male youth to 
temptation by leaving uiouoy under his 
hand, as is ofti^ii the case hero. If.'i my 
tlieorj- tliat men, beeanso they have 
more channels for sju iidiiig money and 
more opportunities lor being foolisli, 
are more easily teiiifiti d to dishonesty 
fliaii womi'ii. Also, [ don't v.'aiit a man 
here 1j( cause I feel a (iisiii.'linatiiin to 
ieltiiig him into all (he seerels of my 
trade. You know ho might got too am- 
bitions, like Oaisiir, unrl somo time uso 
what he l;ni>w atj;ainst nic and in favor 
of niy conip 'litors. Now, a woman un- 
derstiiuds what you .'^ay, lint she doesn't 
know the bearing of one fact ivgainst 
another and doesii t bother her head 
about your till'airs out of business. I 
know a man ^\ iici.'^e ruin might bo triicod 
to ii boy stenographer who idly gossiped 
of his affairs tit a tioklish time." 

Nothing is so poorly paid as pliiin 
copying in type. No one can mako life 
ho miserable for an employer as a typo- 
writer who can't spell and phiiiso unless 
it be a stcnogra]iliei- who can't retid her 
own notes. On the oilier liimd, no office 
worker is so well paid a.s :i steiiogriiiiher 
!ind typewriter who brings oloverncss 
or quick intolligcnee anil a good, simple 
education to tho iiractical ptirt of her 
work. Her value is almost ineslimable.

Death of the Well Known French States 
m.in and Litterateur. 

Pauls, Oct. 20.— Paul ,\rmand Cballe 
mel-Lacour, formerly president of the 
aenate, ambassador to London, and.min 
ister of foreign affairs, is dead. He was 
born at .-Vvrancbes on May 10, 1827, 
atudieil in the Lycee of St. Louis in Pa 
I entered the Xoriiial school in 18-10 
and was (irst in competition for 
graduation in philosophy in 1848. 
He was sent as a professor to tiie 
Lyceea of Pail antl Liinogea and 
was arrested after the coup d'etat of 
the Third Napoleon, against whom he 
look up arms, was imprisoned and 
anished, going first to Belgium and then 
i Switzerland, where be became jiro- 
fessor of French literature in the " Pan- 
technicon of Zurich. He wrote for many 
French reviews and other periodicals. 
He was elected to the senate m I87(>,and 
was sent as aml)af-:sador to Switzerland. 
Later he represented l-^rance at the court 
of St. James. He was chosen by I\I 
Ferry as minster of foreign aliaira. He 
was a member of the French academy.

last night and is staying at the Driard. 

Speaking of the political situation in 
Ottawa, Sir Charles remarked: "Per- 
haps I may apjiear to be over sanguine, 
but I candidly think that the Liberals 
will not last out another session at Ot- 
tawa. Nobody seems to kno-^- what 
their policy is yet. They have net set- 
tled the school question, nor have they 
done aijything about the tariff, in fact 
they have done nothing." 

The llusb of victory that the Liberals 
felt when they came into jjower, has 
gone now. Sir Charles said, and he could 
see quite a difi'erence in tne manner of 
tlio supporteis of the government when 
they left for home after the session, to 
the confident air they wore when they 
assumed the reins of power. 

It was all very well to talk about 
" sunny ways." Hon. Mr. Laurier 
would find when he came to settle 
the school question that he had to deal 
with a minority in Manitoba that had 
behind them the weight of a judgment 
of the Pi ivy Council, and nothing less 
than a setllenient in accordance with 
that judgment would be accepted, Mr. 
Laurier was in power by a majority from 
the i)rovince of tjuebeo, and that majority 
was with the luinorify of Manitoba on 
the school question. Already the Lib- 
erals were quairelling among themselves, 
and though for a while the hope of re 
w-ard for their supporters would bolster 
them up, when it came to the govern 
ment being forced to take their stand on 
a definite platform the party would not 
hold together. 

Sir Cnarles, who came as far as Win- 
nipeg on the same train aa lion. Mr. 
Tarte, laughingly referred to the fact 
while he (Sir Charles) travelled as a 
private indivi.lnal, Hon. Mr. Tarte had 
the same i-ar .Sir Charles occupied on his 
last trip to Britisli Columbia when Min- 
ister of Justice.

"THUMBS UP, THUMBS DOWN." 

Rev. Br. Lucas Lectures in Centennial 
Methodist Church on 
Temoerance. 

.-Vt tlie Centennial church last night the 
lirst of a series of lectures by Rev. Dr. 
Lucas came off under the auspices of the 
" Christian Citizens' League," Rev. J. 
F. Betts presiding. Mr. Wilfred Lucas, 
the lecturer's son, who possesses a line 
baritone voice, sang "The Vagabond," 
and then the speaker of the evening was 
introduced and gave as his subject 
" Thumbs Up and Thum.hs Down." As 
a starting point Bev.. Mr. Lucas said he 
assumed that all present would agree 
that the liquor traffic was an evil, and 
that being the case it should be cured. 
He devoted himself to giving advice first 
to teachers and then to tlie girls. He 
understood that the use of scientific 
temperance text books was per- 
mitted in the public sch.ools and 
that being the case it was the duty of 
every teacher to see that temperance waa 
lauiiht. If children were taught, aa Dr. 
Richardson found by investigation, that 
alcohol was a poison just as much aa 
arsenic, they would not, when they grew 
up, need to be warned agains alcohol 
any more than people now needed to be 
warned against arsenic. The lecturer 
next turned to the girls, and warned 
them against marrying any young man 
who use4 intoxicants. He would, he 
said, sooner see his own daughter carried 
to her grave than marry a man who 
used alcohol. If the girls refused to 
nirtrry a man who drank, it would, he 
said laughingly, settle the temperance 
(piestion, for perforce a man would have 
to turn abstainer if he wanted a wife. 
After relating a number of anecdotes, 
including some very amusing ones, the 
lecturer closed by asking all to help in 
the work. He used as an illustration 
the old Roman gladiatorial conflicts, 
whore turning the thumb up meant the 
vantiuished must die, or turning the 
thumb down meant mercy. Turning the 
thumb up was no etfort, antl was com- 
(lared to the indifference of people to the 
cause of temperance. Turning the 
thumb down, however, required an 
effort, anc? just so should people strive to 
save the fallen. 

A couple of humorous recitations by 
Mr. W. Lucas closed the evening's pro- 
ceedings. To-nitdit Rev. Dr. Lucas 
lectures at St. Andrew's Presbyterian 
church on " Those Grasshoppers. " This 
afternoon lie addresses the members of 
Fidelity JuvenileTeiiiple in Temperance 
hall at -I :.'!(), and at the same ])lace 
speaks to the W.C.T. U. on Tliursday 
afternoon at 3 o'.'.'-lock. To-morrow night 
Ite speaks at Emmanuel Baptist church, 
Thursday evening at the Metropolitan 
Methodist church and Friday evening at 
First Presbyterian church. 

MONEY AND PEICES. 

Report of the U. S. Minister to the Argen- 
tine Republic on Matters In 
That Country. 

Wasiils-(ito.n, Oct. 26.— Ml-. I5uchanan, 
U. S, minister to the Argentine repub- 
lic, in a report to the department of 
state on money and prices in foreign 
cotmtries, says : " A majority of those 
who have written to me from the United 
States regarding wages and prices, have 
invariably asked me to give them 
the result of ray observations as 
to the practi(;al workings of the 
cheap money system of this country, 
as it has affecletl and affects the farmer 
and '.vage earner. On this point let me 
say that from an extended and careful 
liersoiial obseivation, 1 am convinced 
thai, with i)o.4sil)ly a few- exceptions, all 
classes of workmen here to-day are re- 
ceiving less wages, the purchiTsing power 
of their money being considered, than 
they were ten yeara ago. 

It can easily be understood that as 
long as gold was rising the farmer who 
was selling his products on a gold price, 
fixed outsideof the country, waa steadily 
receiving higher paper prices for all that 
he had to sell, and was in consequence -v 
direct gainer by high gold. It is equally 
true that he has been the gainer in otlier 
ways- he has paid but little more rent 
for his land than ho paid live yeara ago. 
Strange as it aeems, he has paid, and is 
to-day paying, but a trifle more to his 
laborers than when gold waa on a ))ar 
ten years ago, and aa he produces on his 
farm the meat, vegetables, etc. necessary 
for his family, ho has had the lion's 
sliare of the gain in the rise in gold. 
On the other hand, the worltman found 
it very difficult to get an increase in his 
wages as gold advanced. It required 
four years for liim to get an average in- 
crease of 20 pc» cent, in his earnings, 
while the" farmer had been receiving the 
benefits of the increase in the gold pre- 
mium, averaging more than 60 per cent, 
for the same period. 

In the meantime the merchant found 
it easy and profitable to increase the 
jirico of liis goods, in keeping with the 
rise of gold. Rents likewise increased, 
although more slowl}', antl as the prices 
of all coniniodities rose the laborer 
found himself daily being made poorer. 
-Vgitate as lie would, he could not gut 
his salary increased in any reasonable 
proportion to the increase in the 
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tlilg, and those who do not wUl do well to pay a visit to our

" As gold declines the wage earner 
who receives a gold salary finds his in- 
come ilisappearlng, while his expenses re- 
main as before. Ttiis period of readjust- 
ment in the value of the money of the 
country has brought about a complete 
stagnation of business. With the ad- 
vent of low golit the farmer, who made 
his money on its rise, turned speculator 
and holds his grain or cattle 
for a higher rate. The merchant 
cannot make collections because of this 
condition of things, and he also becomes 
a speculator, thus everyone to. some ex- 
tent becomes a speculator, at least to the 
extent of trying to profit in some man- 
ner by the daily rise and fall of gold. 
There can l)e no (lucstion that the wide 
lluctuationB that have taken place in the 
value of the currency within the past 
year or two have brought on a conimer- 
cial situation far from satisfactory to the 
merchants, farmers or workingmen."

IMPORTANT ENGAGEMENT. 

Cuban Insurgents Under Maceo Said to 
Have Sustained a Serious 
Defeat 

Havana, Oct. 20. — After the last en- 
gagements of the .Spanish with Antonio 
Maceo, twenty-eight Ijattalions consist- 
ing of Ii0,000 suMiur.-j \',-ero assicined to 
occupy the imi)ortant strategic points in 
the mountains from which the insur- 
gents had been ejected, in order to pre- 
vent the latter from returning and tak- 
ing possession of them again. Col. 
Seguera reports having had an imjiortant 
engagement with the forces under An- 
tonio Maceo at Soroa, in the province of 
Pinar del Rio. Col. .Seguera'a report of 
the engagement states that the insur- 
gents upon their defeat left 01 killed. 
His own column sustained a loss of over 
100 men. 

The reports indicate that Col, Seguerra 
has fairly penetrated the mountain re- 
treats of the insurgents in Pinar del Rio 
and has diapereed them from some of 
their strongholds with severe loss to his 
column after several days' hard fighting, 
but with reported heavy ioss to the 
insurgents. 

The insurgents made &a. attack last 
night on fiatabano, situated almost 
directly south of this city and connected 
with it by about thirty miles of railroad. 
The enemy, it is announced, was re- 
inilsed by the Spanish garrison of the 
place, but it is admitted that in retreat- 
ing the insurgents burned several houses. 
Insurgent advices aaj' that the attack on 
Batabano waa very much more success- 
ful than the authorities are willing to ad- 
mit, and that a large number of houses 
were burned and otlier damage done to 
the place. The official report says that 
only five soldiers were killed, and, con- 
trary to custom, nothing is said about 
the loss of the insurgents.
